Partieulars of the Recent Lynching In
Kentucky — Outrageous Vielation of
Law,

A correspondent of the Louisville Jownal
gives the following account of the lynching of
thice robbers ln Lebanon, Ky.:—

At axactly 11°45 on Satunday, November 24, &
number of wen, armed with guns and pistols,
surrounded the county jmi, which is situated
d rectly in the c¢entre of Lebanon, broke opun
tte front door, and demanded of the j:l'lﬂl’ the
key to the dungeon part of the jul. The mob,
v hich appewred to be under the control of one
lvades, made no nolse, picketed the streeta, and
arresied all citizens whom thev found on the
sireegta, Those persons who lived om Mun
street, and were curious enough to open their
windows, were warned (o keep their beads in—
n warning that was quickly comphed with,
fighteen men, armed with guns, rolled o large
hoguhend wp to the porthwest corner of Main
and Republican streets, behind which they hid
themeelyes, apparently ready to fire on any
n a2 who mude an edort (o go to the jaill. The
other cornere of these streets were guarded by
armed men. The vurlous sireels in town were
pioketed by armed men, Every preesution wias
tuken by the mob to prevent assisiance resching
the jml, When the front dour of the jul was
nroken open, the jallor ¥ an up stwirs and hid
Wimeelt, When he wns migsed, parties in the
moh brovght a sledge-hammer and attempted to
Lreak down the iron door of the jail. After
hawmering at it for a time, they found this
mode ol entrance impracticable, and com-
menced searching for the jailor. Doors were
broken open, and he was finnlly found hid m a
wordrobe in o room of the up-stairs of the juil,
He was immediately seized, compelied to deliver
up the kess, and held in custody.  In the mean-
time the prisoners, eight in nomber, were fully
awikened by the hnmmering st the jail door,
and fully understood the danger that menaced
them. They shricked and yelled for help, and
armed themselves with hillets of wood and stones,
dewcrmined to sell thelr lives as dearly as poasible,
When the mob oblained the keys of the jail

victim,

On apother occasion Guise told Zimwmer that
there wera $24,000 in the express office for Mr.
Bede, and that he, being My, Bede's agont, could
not got the money without paying $620,

to Butfalo with him, where thev were to raize
the necessary amount on the note, get the
$24,000 out of the cxpress office and divide it
ving him (Zimmer) the bigaest part of it, as
Bede allowed him (Gulse) to **use the
money for his own purposes,” Guise, leaving
the ol man at the Gepesee House, went down
town, aad shortly retorned and said he uad
paid ' the money at the express office, and
could get the $24,000, but that they had ad-
vised him not to take the money oat of the
office. as there were FPenian soldiers around,
and he would pot be safe, ete.

Withdrawal of the French Troops,

The cable despatch from Minister ol State
Moustier to Count Montholon, stated that four-
teen vosaels would sall immediately from Brest to
Vera Cruz, where the French troops in Mexico
were required to rendezvous for their embarka.-
tlon to France. Ten additional vessels will
leave by the middle of December, By the 16th
of January Mexico will be clear of all the
French troops. The French Minister communi-
cated this despatch to President Johnson and
Secretary Seward last evening.

From one who has read it, 1 learn that the
principal reason given by Napoleon for the
delay In withdrawing the French troops 1s that
the latter had been so severely pressed by the
Mexican forces,that it was dangerous to attempt
an cvacuation until the military situation be-
came easier, It is also learned, from the most
authorltative source, that General Sherman's
mission to Mexico is wholly in the character of
an advisory agent to Minister Campbell, re-
garding the military status of atfuhre, The with-
drawal of the French forces Is regarded, there
fore, as almost whuolly superseding General
Shermaun's migsion,

Sermon by the Rev, Phillips Brooks at
the Chuarch of the Holy Trinity.

The the Rev. Phillips Brooks commenced the
service by the reading of the Pre-wlent’s pro-
clamation tor the observance of & day of thanks-
giving., The sermon was based upon the lext:—
*Thou haszt indgeased the nation; Thou hast in-
crensed the nsan; Thou art glorided."—Isaiah,
i, 18,

This should be a day of praise and thanks-
ui\'m'g. Yet we are, as u people, so absorbed in
the duties of the hour that we scem to have no
time to render praise unto Him to whom all
praige 1s due.  As a nation we should reuder it
to the kind Providence that _hus bles<ed us in
all things—1n our schools, the inerease of our
people and our land, our menatactures and our
commerce, and all other material favors aud mer-
cies accorded to us. As a nation we have in-
creased 1in natlonal greatness in 4 most wonder-
ful manner. When the actual sirite ol our late
terrible war had ceased, by the laying down of
their arms by the Rebels, some there were who

But although there ave many and great diffi-
culties betore us, the war has ended. Wecan
suy that the storm e over when the ship can
ot her sails and can can go where soe will.
S0 the war 18 over when the nation has no
lonwer to struggle for its lile, but for & way to
rules the States that were striking at its exlst-
ence.  We hear it said that the objects of the
Toe rgh's of man
bhuve not been as triumphantly vindicated as
we ought by right to expect, and there are still
breakers ahend, Yet, in the main, the mosi of
the difficolties that surround our pozltion we
have expected. The straio and tenson ot the
great Northern nerve hud to be relaxed, and
with that relaxation the arrogance of the late
Rebels increased, The President has proved
treacberous, and has given power (o our
encmies. But in spite of all obstacles and delays,
we should not be discouraged.

Americans, in speaking of America, bave now
a self-consciousness of nationality, We have
grouped ouar several communities nto an
agegregate nation,. We have swept away
slavery, that hindrance to the harmony of the
whole people, and it now remains but to effect
the estublibment of equal rights, and insure
tull political equality between the white and
the black man.

Our nation has been increased in her national
chmacter,  Irrespousibility and irresolution
have been left to ll'l)(’ hastory of our earlier days,
#nd the nation has attained it wanbood, The

. pmendmonts to the Constitution to be voted for

by the coming Congress, are but indications of
our new nuationality. When taken into Cungress,
and {rom thence laid before the people, we will
show the power and greatness that have been
boru of the war., The Thirty-ninth, or outgoing
Congress, by its great and glorious work of the
pnst sessjon, is worthy itself of a thanksgiviog.

Forelgn countries had not 4 true sepse ol our
greginess, even from our vast successes in the
ield; but they did have a glimpse of our real
greginess in their appreciation of our great
representative, the lale glorious and lamented
Abraham Lancoln, His successor has proved
false to his upholders and degrades his positiop,
and the same voice that called him to the Prosi-
dential chapir has hurled forth its scatning rebuke
nt the ballot-box. The national justice upbraids
him with injustice, It is a good sign of the
righteousness of the people und their good sense,
that he ls condemned,

The ttme has come for the catablishment of
the great prineiple of equal rights to all men,
The mivister in the pulpit, and the politiclan
and statesman, should all proclaim it right, and
religion should maintain that standard, The
Church cen but influence her members, and
utter its ineesssant reiterated remonstrances
against the denial of any right to any of the
natiops, There huve never beenany good frults
brought ont of the distinotion of color, and the

We must keep s finger pointing constantl
at the moral enormity of the distinetion, unt
it has been swept away., We want to bea
nafwon that i# not afraid to acknowledge and
advocate a truth, however lowly or howmely it
may be, What a disgrace itis, that & man
whose skin is darker than our own is not even
allowed toride in the cars with us, or to come
into contact with us in soelety !
